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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by CAPLUS 2002: 
982688. 

The reference discloses soluble polycyclic dyes containing imidazole moiety. The 
compound represented by RN 521307-84-6 anticipates the claimed compound of formula 
D'. Also, the reference compound inherently anticipates the claimed properties, which 
will form a stable lyotropic liquid crystal system. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 20-21 , 23, 25-26, 28-29 and 3 1-46 are allowed. 



Response to Arguments 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/30/04, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1 -2 and 5 
under JP '237 and JP '726 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. Also, the amended claims 1 and 8 overcome the 1 12 rejections. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of CAPLUS 
982688. 



6. With respect to the corrected drawings, the Examiner approves these amendments. New 
corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application.
